out bad effect, but a curious case has 
just been made public by the French 
Academic de Medecin relating to the 
Injurious effects io aniline oil. which is 
used ia yellow browa boot paste. Two 
children wearing these polished boots 
were poisoned aad the evil was traced 
to the oil in the paste, which had grad- 
ually soaked through the leather. 


Unluckily, there is ao ready way of 


discriminating between dyes that are 
harmful aad dyes that are not. Exoe- 
rience and consecuences alone are a 
guarantee of their iaocuous or baneful 
' iafluences. These who do art needle 
work with silks and colored threads 
should never bita off ihe end of their 
silk, -or suck it ia order that it ma- 
thread easily through the needle's eye,

In cases where there arc abrasions 


or sores of any kind ;:pon the limbs 
for example, upon the "shins or ankles 
—dyed hosiery shcnld never be worn 
unless the broken skin is protected.

been thoroughly washed. 


A!i the clever chiropodists, after cut- 


ting a corn or zrc-atlag it with an acid, 
protect the place by means of a plas- 
ter or lint before the patient puts his 
socks on again. Clothes, dresses and 
mantles also cftea reek with poison. 
Many peopie have been seriously ili af- 
ter a fast walk, owing to the dye soak- 
ing through to the armpits or other 
spots and catering the opea pores of 
the skia. There is an immense amoat 
of trickery accomplishel ia the trade 
where indi~o dyed goods are con- 
cerned. Even worsted indigo, sold at 
9s. 8d. a yard, has oecasionalH' been 
found to be something else poisonous, 
having not a trace of pure indigo in it. 


The test for the discovery of pure in- 


digo is as follows: 
Place a piece of 


cloth half an inch square on a saucer, 
plate, or In a porcelain basin, and drop 
two or three drops 
of strong ultric 


acid on it. If pure indigo is present, 
a bright yellow spot with a green rim 
Is quickly developed.

scheme of irrigation has been under- ! 
taken in Kansas, which presents some ' 
unusual features, and which, if sue- I 
eessful, will, by giving them the ben- | 
efit of a large supply of water, make ; 
several counties in the central part of 
that State practically independent of 
the rainfall. The Cheyenne Bottoms, in 
Barcon County, level as a floor and girt 
by a r!m of uplands, mark the location 
of a prehistoric lake thirteen miles 
ioag and from three to eight miles 
wide. This basin has been connected 
by means of a huge ditch with the 
Arkansas River, ten miles a war. The 
Arkansas during ten months of the 
year is a river in name only, but the 
other two months it is a raging tor- 
rent half a mile in width. This season 
of flood is to be utilized to store the 
Cheyenne Bottoms with water, and 
there will be ditches radiating from 
the artificial lake thus created suffi- 
cient to irrigate all of Barton County 
and some of the surrounding lands. It 
is hoped in this way to release from 
the threat of uncertain rainfall one of 
the richest sections of Kansas. The 
only element of uncertainty in the 
venture is fear as to whether the 
water will stay in the lake until it is 
needed for use. Should this fear prove 
to be unfounded, the basins of other j 
prehistoric lakes, of which there are a j 
number on the Kansas plains, will be ! 
utilized for like purpose, and a cheap i 
and adequate storage system provided 1 
for thousands of farmers.

which It is hoped to reclaim nearly a i 
million acres of exceptionally fertile !

The district concerned In the 


present plan, bounded on every side by 
rivers and bayous, forms a part of the 
swamp lands given to the State of 
Louisiana by the General Government 
half a. century ago. All or nearly all 
of it lies below the high-water level of 
the streams which surround it, and is 
therefore subject to periodical over- 
flow. 
The uistrict levee board in 


whose jurisdiction it lies proposes by 
the construction of a comprehensive 
system of canals, dams and pumping 
stations to drain the land and render 
it available for agriculture. Active op- 
erations are now in progress, and, 
should they serve their purpose, will, 
without doubt, be duplicated by the 
other levee boards of Louisiana, thus 
assuring the ultimate reclamation of 
some millions of acres of overflowed 
alluvial land worth from §50 to $100 
an acre.

under favoring conditions.

THE rOSEIGir POSTOmCES. 


Facilitate 


Washington, May 13.—Mr. Leishman, 


our minister at Constantinople, has not 
communicated with the state depart- 
ment respecting the trouble at the 
Turkish capital over the efforts of th€ 
porte to suppress the foreign post of- 
fices. The United States government 
is one of a few of the great powers 
which does not maintain an absolutely 
Independent postal service between 
Constantinople and the outside world. 
The others have a system of closed 
mail pouches, by which the mails art 
not permitted to pass through Turk- 
ish hands while in transit between th€ 
border and the embassies at Constan- 
tinople. The British government has 
a fine postefSce building not far from 
Its embassy, and Austria and France 
also have suitable postal establish- 
ments in Constantinople.

established originally not so 
mucb 


from a lack of confidence in the in- 
tegrity of the Turks as from the verj 
inferior character of the Turkish pos- 
tal service some years ago. 


It is possible for any foreign citi- 


zen resident in Constantinople to re- 
ceive his mails directly upon applica- 
tion to the postofaee at his embassy. 
The privilege is not limited to em- 
bassy attaches or official mail, and this 
fact long has been a matter of discon- 
tent for the Turks, v/ho, having sought 
to improve their own postal service by 
placing it under the direction of Ger- 
man experts, feel that they have a 
right to get rid of these foreign offices, 
•which they claim facilitates smug- 
gling. The United States government, 
not having a postofEce of its own, al- 
ways has made-use of the facilities oi 
the French, Austrian and British pos- 
tal establishments in Constantinople.
